Se retary Puts Question to 
Health Congress 


Says Parents Do Not Know 
What to Strive For 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
ATLANTIC CITY, May 18— 
Speaking for millions of anxious 
parents, Herbert Hoover, Secretary 
of Commerce, and president of the 
American Child Health Associa- 


tion, tonight called upon 10,000 of 
the leading health authorities of 
the country to produce the stand- 
ards, as yet unformulated, by which 
the nation may know what a nor- 
mal child is. 

Secretary Hoover's challenge was 
addressed to sixteen national or- 
ganizations participating in the first 
American Health Congress ever 
held. Included in his audience were 
members of the American Public 
Health Association, American Red 
Cross, American reese’ Associa- 
tion, National Committee for Men- 
tal Hygiene, National Organization 
for Public Health Nursing, the 
United States Children’s Bureau 
and the United States Public 
Health Service. 

Such a gathering, Secretary 
Hoover pointed out, indicated “a 
world in protest against disease, 
handicap and waste of precious 
human energy.” He, therefore, 
backed by the letters of parents 
everywhere, asked that the first 
step in making a healthier world 
be the formation of standards 
which would “transform our t we 
ing from deficiencies to 
terms of an ideal.” 


STANDARD AN ILLUSION 


“It seems somewhat of an anom- 
aly,” he said, “an ent 
of all our scientific erideavor; our 
beneficent intentions, that this stan- 
dard of the normal child is as yet 
an illusion, a fantasy into which 
it is necessary that we blow the 
breath of te, you with your 
scientific knowledge, your broad ex- 
perience, I, as the layman, demand- 
ing that the normal child become 
a possibility. 

The normal child of the year 
1800 will not serve us today. ‘Dar 
standard of normality is on a 
higher plane. Define for us progres- 
sive normality, twenty-firat century 
normality, that we may strive for 
this in the twentieth century. Pic- 
ture to us in words, in crayon, and 
in scientific fact, the child that 
working at its best in- 


“Describe to us in terms that 
fathers and mothers can under- 
stand, the child whose organs are 
functioning efficiently, whose 
growth is proceeding unimpeded, 
whose senses are developed un- 
hampered and whose potentialities 
are being realized, mentally, mor- 
ally and physically. 

“Make it clear to Mrs. Jones and 
Mrs. Smith how they can make 
their Mary and their John approxi- 
mate that normal child. It is all 


the safeguards which the commun- 
ity should have, to talk of the evi- 
dent deficiencies. But there are mil- 
lions of parents who are doing 
everything they know, and they are 
asking the question dally: have I 
succeeded? Is my child normal? 


During the time some of us 
were on the job in Earope helping 
starving children, we had often in 
the back of our minds the 20,000.- 
000 ‘best beloved’ in America. . 
envisaged them as always ing 
normal. We foolishly believed it 
was only poverty,

“Cre day in 1920, however, this 
illusion had a shock. In a publi- 
cation of our draft figures it was 
coldly remarked that 80 per cent 
of the men of draft age were 
physically below normal: that one- 
third of them could not even pass 
the requirements of a country des- 
perate to raise men for war. 

“The American Child Health 
Association has completed a sur- 
vey of eighty-six —— to deter- 
mine what safeguards are actually 
being given to the health of chil- 
dren. A pint of milk a day is set 
by our specialists as the minimum 
for children’s needs, yet 42 per 
cent of 356,000 ftth-erade children 
examined had less than this. 
Nearly a quarter no milk. 
Only eight of the cities surveyed 
pasteurized their entire milk sup- 
ply. There were eighteen prevent- 
able epidemics among children in 
these cities in a period of four 


years. 

“It is estimated that of the 
10,000,000 children of pre-school 
age in America, malnutrition ex-

NEW YORK, May 18.—Growth
